building. 

Sweetheart Plastics had negotiated 
a temporary easement with the 
MBTA. But International Paper, 
should they move into the building, 
wants a more secure agreement, 

The purported workforce would 
number between 200-300 people 
and result in an increase in truck 
traffic during "very busy times," 
Miceli said

which use the tracks in that area. 

"You're gonna have some serious 
traffic problems," Miceli, who 
spoke in favor of International 
Paper's proposed move to 
Wilmington, but against the current 
easement proposal, said 


That proposal would allow 
International Paper to control 
sed traffic flow with privately 
hired security officers, a point 
Miceli took exception to. 

"I want them to be experienced 
police...so that we have some 
control out there,” explained 
Miceli, who favors "work[ing] outa 
plan with the community. Now is 
the time to do something," he said. 

What Miceli did was urge the 
MBTA not to convey the permanent 
easement, but rather to delay it until 
an agreement more suitable to the

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:Shooting suspect caught

A massive manhunt which began 
Sunday night came to a quiet end on 
Tuesday afternoon, when a suspect 
wanted for allegedly shooting at 
two Tewksbury police officers was 
captured while walking down Main 
Street 

An anonymous woman called the 
Tewksbury police station T day 
to say that a man looking like recent 
newspaper photos was walking ‘61 
Route 38 near the Econolodge, in 
the direction of Lowell. She was 
right, and the suspect was captured 
without incident. 

Arrested was Paul R. Marshall, 
age 42, on an arrest warrant iss 
Sunday night after Marshall alleg- 
edly fired on Tewksbury police 
Officers Chris Coviello and Ray 
Lafortune. 

The entire incident began Sunday 
night, according to police, when a 
call was made to the station shortly 
after 9 p.m. stating that a man was 
trying to break into a house on 
French Street, near Whipple Road 

Officers Covicllo and Lafortune 
were parked in separate cruisers on 
Main Street at the time, and both 
cars hurried to the scene 

Upon their arrival, according to 
Officer Coviello, a man was seen in 
the cab of a red Ford pickup truck 
parked at 168 French Street. The 
officers approached from different 
angles as the man exited the truck. 

Officer Coviello reported that the 
men held his right hand down by 
his leg, but Officer Lafortune spot- 
ted a pistol in the man's hand and 
shouted a warning to his partner 
Coviello said Lafortune's warning 
probably saved his life. 

With both officers diving out of 
harm's way, the suspect allegedly 
raised the handgun and opened fire 
with what police belicve was a .22 
cal. revolver, Bullets whizzed close 
by his head, Officer Covicllo said, 
but neither officer was hit. 

Coviello always wears his Kevlar 
(bulletproof) vest while on duty, 
but Lafortune only wears his some 
of the time. On Sunday night, 
Lafortune said, he was not wearing 
his vest. Officers must purchase the 
vests on their own, and wearing of 
the vests is optional, 

Officers Coviello and Lafortune 
returned fire, reaching around the 
vehicles to do so, but they missed 
At one point, Lafortune slipped and 
fell, and Coviello quickly hauled

his partner out of the way, but then 
found that Lafortune had not been 
hit. The suspect ran off, but stopped 
beside a fence and fired a few more 
shots, which the police answered in 
kind 

In all, the two officers fired off 
13 rounds, before the suspect fled 
into the woods off Whipple Road. 


The state police provided a heli 
copter and dogs for the search, and 
60 members of the regional Special 
Operations Unit were called in. The 
state police helicopter is equipped 
with an infrared spotting device, 
but a ground fog that night blocked 
the use of the night sight, Lafortune 
said. The helicopter had to rely on 
its searchlight instead. 

The manhunt came up empt 
continued Monday, but the s 
was never found, 

The suspect was identified as Paul 
R. Marshall, age 42, whose current 
address was given as a houseboat in 
Beverly. Police said several people 
offered information about Marshall 
and his background. 

Marshall was reportedly trying to 
find his girlfriend Sunday, after he 
had been drinking, and he thought 
she might be visiting with friends 
who live on French Street, although 
she wasn't there, 

Also, Marshall served at least one 
tour of duty in Vietnam in a combat 
unit, and was trained to live in the 
wild and avoid detection.

An arrest warrant was issued for 
Marshall, charging him with two 
counts of attempted murder, two 
counts of assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon (a firearm), and 
one count each of stalking, illegal 
Possession of a firearm without a 
permit, and illegal possession of 
ammunition without a permit. 

A search of the pickup truck left 
behind on French Strect turned up 
.22 caliber, .303 caliber and .30-30 
caliber ammunition, Officer Paul 
Ringwood said, but no guns. The 
-303 and .30-30 rounds are used in 
rifles, but no rifles were found or 
recovered in any location. 


The handgun Marshall allegedly 
used Sunday nigh 0 has not been 
found, and police suspect the gun is 
hidden somewhere in the woods. 

After Marshall’ plure Tuesday 
he refused to discuss the incident 
for the most part, but one of the 
arresting offi said that Marshall 
told him he had stayed in the woods 
since Sunday night, and only came 
out Tuesday morning. He added 
that Marshall had over $500 in cash 
on his person when captured. 

Marshall was caught by Officer 
Kevin Reese, with help by Officers 
Bob Westaway and Bill Tumenas, 
who were working a traffic detail 
near the site of capture, and he was 
taken to Lowell District Court just 
minutes after being booked. 


Redemption center 
hit for $2,000 in 
returnable bottles

In three separated incidents, 
bandits last week stole over $2,000 
worth of returnable bottles and cans 
from Wilmington Redemption 
Center. 

Owner Tom Keogan confirmed 
that a storage facility outside the 
Main Sweet building from which he 
operates, was broken into Thursday 
night, Saturday night and again on 
Sunday. 

Thieves apparently chiseled off 
the lock meant to secure the storage 
area and made off with the contents. 
Keogan replaced that lock, only to 
have the new One ripped from its 
moorings with a chain attached to a 
truck, Keogan speculated. 


On Sunday Keogan found two 
bags of 16-ounce returnable bottles 
missing. He had neglected to 
replace the second lock 

Keogan believes the perpetrators 
entered the redemption center's 
ground through "the side road over 
by Ralph's Auto Body. "You can 
see the truck tracks,” he said 

A bag of returnable aluminum 
cans will fetch Keogan $17.40. 
Between 40 and 50 bags were taken 
in each instance, both Thursday and 
Saturday. Redeemers get $12.00 
per bag of cans. 

Keogan, who has since beefed up 
security at the redemption center 
considerably, said, “It's a good 
[-sized] loss. Your talking $2,000. 
It hurts."

Redistricting ritual 
| spurs the usual 
nailbiting

If there's ever a nailbiting vent at the State House in Boston, it's 
the once-in-a-decade affair of redistricting, when senior legislators 
consolidate their power grip on unsuspecting districts and rebel 
members are taught the ultimate lesson of breaking faith with the 
leadership, which although Democratic, has the memory of 
elephants. 

For Wilmington, the redistricting ritual spurs memories of a 
stormy town meeting in the early 80's when voters vented their 
anger at the old redistricting committee, which carved the 
community into three separate House seats. This resulted in a jigsaw 
20th Middlesex District destined to be controlled by Tewksbury. 

The map and numbers are relatively simple for even the political 
novice. Tewksbury now comprises some seventy percent of the 
district vote, and as such is the in disputable hub of the 20th 
Middlesex 

For any other legislator, the Wilmington political disection would 
have triggered immediate defeat at the hands of any number of 
savvy Tewksbury pols. But Rep. Jim Miceli of Wilmington, a 
veteran Middlesex Valley legislator who thrives in the political 
theater and relishes the business of politics and local power 
broking, was immune to the new district boundarics after years of 
faithfully pounding the pavement in the old Camation Capital. 

I think if a poll were taken north of Wilmington, most would 
respond that Jim Miceli lives in Tewksbury and not Webber Street, 
Wilmington. "He covers Tewksbury like a blanket," said former 
Tewksbury Selecuman Lou Carciofi. 

And now the representative is doing what he did a decade ago- 
sitting on the redistricting committee which must submit a 
statewide blueprint before Thanksgiving. Miceli and the other 
members have one order of business that comes first-how do we 
take care of ourselves. First Miceli should bring the town back 
together under the leadership of one House seat. 

With Rob Krekorian poised to resign and assume a post in the 
Weld Administration, the exiled voters of Precinct Six could easily 
be moved back to the 20th without a lot of political jockeying. 
Likewise for Wilmington Precinct Three, where Rep. Marianne 
Brenton may feel that Burlington and Bedford are sufficient 
territory for her time without an added Wilmington constituency. 

The simple math requires some part of North Tewksbury to move 
to a Lowell legislative district, arid the affinity between Lowell and 
Tewksbury makes that move a palatable possibility and one that 
would allow Wilmington to finally unite after a political vivisection 
that still conjures bad feelings among municipal leaders. 

"I think that Wilmington would be better served by a united 
district," said Wilmington Town Manager Mike Caita, who held 
the gavel nearly 10 years ago when town meeting voters handed 
Miceli a public rebuke. after the first redistricting committec.he sat 
on sliced and severed the Wilmington legislative map. 

One municipal official seems to be reminding Miceli of his 
commitment to restore the original 20th District borders if given 
the chance. "When I saw that he was reappointed to redistricting, 
my first thought was that it was good, because if anybody can get 
Wilmington back into a solid district it's Jim Miceli," said 
Wilmington Selectman Bob Cain. . 

In fact, amid the heat of that town mecting years ago, Miceli said 
he favored a united Wilmington district, and would continue to 
work for one. "Now that he's back in a position of power I hope 
that Rep. Miceli keeps his pledge to reunite Wilmington into a 
single district," said local Republican and former selectman Mark 
Haldane. 

The House and Senate are expected to pass a redistricting bill by 
early November.

Prevent violence in schools through peer mediation

The rise of violence in schools has 
been an issue of tremendous 
concern to educators in the 
Merrimack Valley and across the 
country.

These follow up sessions will be 
broadcast from participating 
schools over the Massachusetts 
Corporation for Educational Tele: 
communications Network. The 
network is interactive and students 
have an opportunity to watch the 


, Presentation and to phone in and 


participate in the discussion. The 


‘follow up sessions will focus on 
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students and discussing their 
Successes and concerns as they 
practice as peer mediators. 

This project has many exciting 
features. It links cight school 
districts who have a common need 
together for the training. The 
involvement of multiplé districts 
significantly reduces the cost of the 
training and provides an 
opportunity for students from 
different communities to work 
together on a common problem. In 
addition the program incorporates 
interactive television into the 
training component bringing 
students together for the follow up 
sessions through the medium of 
television rather than requiring 
them to travel to the location 
Finally this program represents a 


Proactive approach to preventing 
violence in our schools. In focusing 
on both the student and the adult the 
program reinforces the need for all 
members of the school community 
to accept responsibility for 
eliminating the threat of violence in 
our schools. 

The Tewksbury Public Schools 
are grateful to the Merrimack 
Educational Center for coor- 
dinating this program.

Water, water everywhere, 


and not a drop todrink 


by George R, Allan 

Ironically, one of the biggest 
problems facing mid-west 
communities during the flooding 
this summer was the lack of potable 
water, 

The TV news showed the 
devastating effect the raging floods 
had on bridges, farmland, and 
homes. Less publicized, but equally 
damaged, were the water supplics. 
Since many of the larger cities rely 
on water treatment plants that are 
located along the river, they were 
particularly vulnerable. Dozens of 
public water supplies in cight states 
were damaged by the rising 
floodwaters. 

The largest water supply effected 
was the DesMoines, Towa treatment 
plant. Located on the Raccoon 
River, it provides water to 250,000 
people. The plant is able to produce 
100 million gallons of water per 
day. Li 'S Surround the facility to 
protect it from flooding. They had 
always done their job; until July 11, 
1993. On that day the river topped 
the levees and swamped the 
treatment plant flooding all the 
equipment and forcing the 
evacuation of all employces. 

The city was now without 
drinking water and would soon have 
no fire protection as water storage 
tanks emptied and could not be

called in to provide tankers of 
drinking water. Local contractors 
brought in chemical toilets because 
there was not enough water to flush 
toilets. Even if toilets could be 
flushed, there was no place to go 
because the sewage systems were 
also inundated,

Once the flood waters began to 
recede, the water department's 
recovery plant went into action. 
First priority was to dewater the 
plant and surrounding area. Next 
pumps had to be repaired and 


electrical service restored. All staff 


were put on 12-hour shifts seven 
days a week. 

By July 18, the treatment plant 
began pumping water into the 
distribution system. First, the 
storage reservoirs. were filled to 
provide fire protection. Next, water 
was provided for sanitary purposes 


one area at a time. Although the. 


quality of water leaving the 
treatment plant met all quality 
standards, customers were told not 
to use it for drinking because of 
concern that the distribution pipes 
may have become contaminated. 
The city took water samples 
throughout the system and by July 
30, the OK was given to use the 
water for drinking. 

The flooding will adversely effect 
infrastructure planning for 
DesMoines and other cities. Money 
scheduled for capital improvements 
will now have to be spent on 
emergency repairs. Consequently, 
the local economy will suffer. 


In Washington the frequency and 
magnitude of disaster assistance is 
causing some to rethink government 
programs and building activities in 
vulnerable arcas. Meanwhile, 
DesMoines is rebuilding the levees 
around its treatment plant; yes, they 
are building them higher. 

The Flood of the Century proved 
to many mid-west cities that their 
water supply is their life blood.

A summer program that not only 
enabled area youth to explore 
careers and hone academic skills, 
but also paid them for their time 
was deemed a success by both 

»,Program leaders and participants. 
"Project 2000" took place at 
Shawsheen Tech and attracted more 
than 70, 14 to 18-year-olds from 
Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury, 
and Wilmington. 

Students were tested at the 
beginning and effd of the summer in 
both the academic and 
vocational-technical career areas, 
noted John F. McDermott, assistant 
superintendent for community 
services, Nearly every tested areca 
showed significant gains.

Shooting for fun at Tewksbury Rod & Gun 


by Bill Conlon 

With all the negative press we get 
about guns, and the vitriol dumped 
on the honorable and ancient sport 
of hunting, there is still good news 
about the "shooting sports." 

Tewksbury Rod & Gun Club held 
its annual "Family Outing" on Sun- 
day, and among the entertainments 
offered were several shooting sport 
exhibits. Visitors could partake of 
guns and supervised shooting, and 
have fun while doing it. That's a 
rare thing, these days, and it was 
enlightening. 

Those people who avoid guns at 
all costs, and parents who teach kids 
them that guns are wicked, vile and 
evil, rarely get to see that guns can 
be used for amusement, too! 

One of the events which drew an 
interested crowd was a Trap Shoot 
on the shotgun range at Tewksbury 
Rod & Gun. There, for less than 
$10, a participant could try out the 
sport of trap shooting. A one point, 
five shooters took up stations for a 
scored trap shoot event, just like a 
regular competitioin, and a dozen 
or so people watched the game with 
no small interest. 

Trap shooting, for those unaware 
of the sport, requires a shotgun, a 
target launcher, and stacks of litte 
clay targets that look like ashtrays. 
At Tewksbury, the target launcher 
was installed in a sunken, concrete 
“house” in the middle of the range. 
Each participant gets to say "Pull!" 
then a target is launched into the air 
and the player gets one shot to try 
and shatter the "clay pigcon." 

(In the old days the pigeons were 
real, but let's not mention that.) 

If the clay target is hit, it shatters 
into bits, which the scorer records. 
Each trap shooter gets a total of 25 
targets, and after every five shots 
they shift places along the line. 

Dana Crowe, who competes for 
the Tewksbury Trap Team, ruled 
the roost during the five-man event 
I watched. On his vest, Dana sports 
two patches bragging about perfect, 
25-break trap shoots, although he 
wasn't on the mark on Sunday. 

Another shooting sport is skect, 
in which the targets fly from left or 
right, but Tewksbury doesn't have 
a skeet towers. A new launcher in 
Tewksbury is said to impart a wild 
"wobble" to the’‘clay pigeons, which 
must be maddening! 

Trap is ideal practice for shooting 
at flushing birds, such as pheasants, 
while skeet is a great tune-tip for 
"pass shooting" at ducks flying in 
from the sides, From that hunting 
practice came two games that folks 
enjoyed watching Sunday. Hmmm. 

Also on Sunday at TR&G was a 
target shooting event, involving the 
shooter's choice of a .22 rifle, or a 
military M-1 Garand. A mere $2 
bought the participant eight rounds 
for the little .22, or $3 for cight 
shots with the much heavier M-1 
The targets were set at 50 yards for 
the .22 and 100 yards for the World 
War II standard-issue rifle. 

The target shoot involved "lucky 
targets" which don't have bullseyes, 
since the targets are baffling items 
full of printed numbers and lines. 
All you could do was place shots on 
the paper, and hope the slugs landed 
on high-numbered spots, or prefer- 
ably broke the lines between two or 
even three numbers. The nature of 
the paper target made it a random 
shoot, unless you are frighteningly 
accurate with a rifle. 

The numbers were added up, and 
the top three point-scorers in each 
caliber earned cash. The rifle range 
was busy all afternoon Sunday, 
with the crack of the .22 balancing 
against the boom of the M-1. 

For the silent set, TR&G offered 
a handful of 3-D archery targets set 
up around their meadow. It wasn't 
the full, competitive, cross-country 
3-D set-up with targets all over the 
landscape, but at least it provided a 
chance to draw a shaft at a foam 
grizzly bear.

However, Macinanti 
drew his .38 calibre revolver, 
yelled "police - halt" and when 
the men kept running he fired, 
hitting one of the subjects in the 
right leg.

The other armed-robber quickly 
surrendered.

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Ear infections common in children 


"If your child gets ear infec- 
tions, you are not alone. Many 
children get them once or twice 
a year. Others are more suscep- 
tible and may get them monthly. 
Fortunately, most of the infec- 
tions -- even repeated ones -- 
generally do not indicate a more 
serious problem and a variety of 
treatment plans can be adjusted 
to bring relief to your child...and 
Best of all, you can look 
rd to fewer ear infections 
our child grows and his or 

er eustachian tubes lengthen," 
said a Winchester Hospital 
spokesperson. 

An ear infection -- technically 
known as otitis media -- is‘an 
inflammation of the middle ear, 
which is located behind the ear 
drum, The middle ear normally 
drains into the back of the 
throat through the eustachian 
tubes. However, if these tubes 
become blocked, the fluid cannot 
drain and collects in the middle 
ear, providing an ideal setting 
for bacteria. 

According to Daniel M 
Carson, M.D., a pediatrician at 
Wilmington Pediatrics, Inc. at 
the Winchester Hospital Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington, 
parents need to be on the alert 
for a set of non-specific symp- 
toms that could signal an ear 
infection, then place a call to 
their pediatrician 

"Fever, nasal congestion, 
fussiness and irritability can all 
be signs of ear infections," 
ains Dr: Carson. "Very small 
children may not feed or take 
their bottles, while older chil 
dren may not eat. Children may 
pull on their ears or rub them 
excessively." Luckily, older chil- 
dren may often complain to 
their parents about pain, which 
ean speed the diagnostic 
process. 


you 


Because many of these symp- 
toms are vague and could also 
suggest other problems, it's 
important to get a diagnosis. 
"The younger the child, the 
sooner we like to see him or her 
because smaller children can be 
-Sieker,” Dr, Carson emphasizes. 

A second reason doctors like 
to see young children quickly is 
that between one and three they 
are rapidly acquiring language. 
As Dr. Caron points out, "We 
don't want anything to interfere 
with language development," 
which hearing problems could. 
An untreated, chronic ear infec- 
tion can cause decreased hear- 
ing and even result in hearing 
loss. 

Several treatment options are 
available. "Generally we treat 
ear infections with antibiotics 
for ten days," he says. 
Sometimes a second course is 
required. Some children who get 
repeated infections may be put 
on a long term, low dose course
